, . ^whereas.the commencement referred to 
iiy Mr. ilaclcenzie and by. the Secreta- 
~ xy of State is the commencement of 
the treaty^of Union on the Mainland 
■where, as it is contended, 
the eiyloratory surveys in search of a 
route cannot be completed before the 
end o£ the present year. The imme- 
diate commencement of the proposal 
■was on the Island, where Mr, Mack- 
inzie contends Canada is under no 
obligation to build a road, but where 
ho Mras willing to build a raihvay and 
telegraph line immediately under a 
spedfie arrangement for a relaxation 
in the time condition of the Treaty. 
It vrill be seen, therefore, that so far 
from there being "glaring discrep- 
ancies, "all is perfectly harmonious and 
consistent. Tug i-eador is not asked 
to accept our conclusions in this 
in^tter, hut to peruse the various puh- 
iished dpcumenta and by a careful com- 
parrisbn -form his own. Tho attempt

The Appeal- 
British Cohimbia has appealed to tlio 
Queen — or rather herMini.stera have, and 
Mr. Walkem's ambition is to be gratified 
by a mifision to liondon. What is the 
ground of this appeal? The failure of 
the Dominion Government to fulfil its 
obligations in rcajjout of tho Kuilwaj, 
Bir John MacdonnUl gavo it as iiis o])iu- 
ion that a route must bo found Loloro 
oomraouoing tho coiuHtriiction of tho rail- 
tray. Mr. Mackenzie saya so too; aud 
moreover, ha contends that it would bo 
tho acme of unwisdom to begin construc- 
tion boforu being rc-ftsonably cortidu thnt 
tho l<cst route li.is been found, and bo 
thittka it wi,ll take till the cr,d of tlio i)re- 
aent year to accomplish that. Iu hia 
Bpeoch in Parliament he said: 
•' It was not proposed to adopt any route 

• , ; ■jrithbut proper suiYey, These -'should 

bo thorough survoya, and no time would 
be gained by proceeding without them. 
He know that thd peoplo of Uritish Col- 
umbia wore impatient to liiive the road, 
but it was impossibln to give it without 
first knowing tho heat routo. It was per- 
'ectly easy for him to send men to Bute 
lalot to grade a road in order to keep 
within the conns of the Act; but ho scorn- 
ed deoontion. It wonld bo a mistake in 
the interest of British Columbia to com- 
mence tho road, and a year after several 
znillions of dollars had been spent to find 
that there was a much mbre favorable 
route. Suoh an ooourrouco as this would 
bo a source of everlasting regret." 

But British Columbia, or ratlior the 
Oovernracnt, says the work riiuat be coni- 
•xnonced now, and asks tho Qneou to com- 
pel Canada to do it! What is to bo tho 
result of this appeal ? Twelve or p()^;Hi- 
bly oightoen months' delay to learn what 
-we supposed everybody knew,— that the 
Queen hoS long since ceased to interfere 
■with Canada in that way. Twelve 
or possibly eighteen months to learn thnt 
yra must not bo unroasonablo or insi.st 
upon iiupoasibilities. Twelve or posai- 
bly eighteen months' waiting and then, 
humiliated and heart-sick, be compelled 
to make Bomt reaaonable arrangement 
with Mr. MAokenzie. Is that all? No.

The clauses re- 
lating to the general plan for the con- 
struction of the road are already before 
tho country , but a very important pro- 
viso has been uppondeil wUicli, wliihd, 
it loa\es the (iuiisliuu of couHtruoLiii^- 
tho ri>;ul iiiit< mcboij , does v.i;-y iiiater- 
iuUy afreet the coiL^idorations of ail 
those persons who take a calm and 
cautious view of tho obligations the 
nioa.suro before tho PTouho ro-ufllrms 
aiul pled;.,'-eri the DominicMi to carry in- 
to o])(-raliuii. .■\s:^uiui'ig' tliat 110 other 
(liiYercneo cxiKtcd between t!ic twd 
3(;hoiiioH, ilio fact that tho first Cana- 
ian Pacilio Bill pledpfed tho Dominion 
to construct the Railroad, at ftU haz- 
ards and at any co.;t, within a limited 
terra of .yoai's.Lobcf^rjii it siniultiuieouH- 
ly at botli ends, and eariy out tho 
v.'holo of tho nuderialviiig over tho 
intci veniii;,' territories literally "right 
away, "whilst tho second Bcheme con- 
tains no stipulations whatever as, to the 
time to bo allowed for tlio construct- 
ion of the road, must place t!io livoscnt 
ineasui'O on a totally dillereiil' liiiHi:-; 
froHi its defuiicL fDreriiiiiiov. And it 
is tills disliautioa which givGs foroo ami 
yitality to a provision in Mr. Maclcen- 
kic's I3ill, -which was a farce, a sham, 
and a delusion, iiDt to say a fraud, 
in 9ir John A. Macdoiiald's.

There was mu- 
tiny in the camp, and if but a few of 
tho disniTeclcd had stood firm the 
sclioino must lifjvo boon lejocted for 
tho monioiii, ami time would have 
been gained for full and KulHciout 
doliboration and enquiry, A way of 
escape had to bo found , and it appear- 
ed in the shajic of arciiolution which 
declared that the- road sliouUl bo 
constnicled by sucli liberal orants of 
land and sucli sub.sidy in money, "not 
increasing the then existing rate of 
takationi'ias tho ParUftmeiit of Canada 
should thoroaf tor detorraiiao.

necessary, be wrung from tho people 
to secure its nccoinplishmenfc. ^Vhat, 
then, was the use of saying that tho 
aid to' be' given shall not increase 
"the than existing taxation?" 

But the case is directly reversed in 
the Bill now awaiting discussion in 
Parliament. In that measure it is pro- 
vided ; — "And whereas, by the legisla- 
tion ofiho present session, in order to 
provide jneans for meeting the obliga- 
tion of the Dominion, the rate of taxa- 
tion has been raised much beyond that 
existing at the date of the said resolu- 
tion; and whereas it is projior to inako 
provisicjii fur the construction of the 
said work as rapidly as tho same can 
be accomplished without further raia- 
iiig tho rate of taxation; therefor Ser 
Majesty enacts," and so forth. 

This proviso is perfectl}'^ reasonable 
and perfectly practicable, a."! it appears 
in tho Bill of 1874, simply because 
there is no limitation as to the tinio 
for constructing tho road named in tb.e 
Bill, and not one single step towards 
spending money upon the work can b" 
taken after tho .Vet i.s passed, save and 
except the building uf the short Pom- 
biiia branch, without the diiibnct and 
express approval of Parliament. A 
scheme had to be framed; the good 
faith of the country must not be doubl- 
ed ; the terms of the contraet made in 
1872 must bo kept as far as possible' 
but it was part of that arrangement 
that the aid granted should not "in- 
crease the existing rate of taxation," 
and to this oil parties agreed. Tlio in- 
corporation of this proviso in tho pre- 
sent Bill— which, as viQ have said, 
leaves tho timo for the construction of 
tho road perfectly oiiou — is a Buflieiont 
proof that those wlio have hadtoframo 
tho measure are detonuiued carefully 
to guard tho resources of the country 
from any undue pressure — to inake 
haate slowly in fact, and spend only 
according to the means of those of 
whose interests ihoy are trustees. 

So long since as last January the 
cautious and tentative character of Mr. 
Mackenzie's policy was manifest in hifl 
address to his constituents; and now, 
if, after solemnly declaring that the 
rato of taxation -iiall not b-c bicrpased: 
after having their grip lirnily rivottod 
on every dollar that is spent; after be- 
ing constituted the arbiters over every 
contraet giveii Q^t,the Hpuse of Com- 
mons siiould ever abdicate its own 
functions, and allow tho Dominion to 
be plunged into difficulty over this 
railway, it will not be for want of every 
possible safeguard that tho character- 
istic prudence of the present head of 
the Government can throw around tho 
Bill awaiting discussion, and that may 
bo effected if the terms of tho second 
Canadian Pacific Railway Bill are ob- 
served, limiting as they do the power 
of exjicnding inoney upon tho road to 
an aniount,the "existing rate of taxa- 
tion," whilst every act of the Execu- 
tive invol ving expenditure must be ra- 
tified and sanctioned by the represen- 
tatives of the people.
